THE TOBACCO MARKET.

IN MEW XOKH. AND LANCASTER.

The Falea Hade Last Week The Sumatra
Scare Subsided 1 he Oroeral Pios- -

pects of the Trade.
U. S. Tobacco Journal.

If it hadn't been for the suddeu sales of
3,500 cases of '82 Wisconsin Havana seed
at the close of the week our exhibit of
transactions would be exceedingly small.
Tho " Icokout" now in force iu the large
cigar factories has of course, its influence
on the market, aud while it lasts the par-
ticipants will keep away from the market.
The jobbing trade, however, is reporting

vety satisfactory trade, the smaller man
ufacturers throughout the opuntry buying
more freely than for long time past.
Their great avidity for Sumatra seams to
have subsided in no small degree, and '82
seed leaf appears to have inspired them
once more with confidence iu seed leaf.
The exorbitant figures asked by tnauy ini
porters, coupled with the offers of
much uusweated and ragged Sumatra,
tends to help the sale of seed leaf, aud the
foreign gentry now sunning themselves in
our market with heavy stock of Sumatra
are begiuniug to feel that their figuring
was indulged in without consulting the
host. These people are in some respects
to be pitied. They came o this couutry,
inveigled, rather, by promises of unscrupu-
lous brokers, loaded with a stock for
which there exists but an outlet at very
low figures. These brokers made them
believe that they could dispose of any
kind of Sumatra in our market at most
profitable prices, making a great profit
besides on the extra duty imposed on July
1. They knew that by " wearing " them
out uudor various pleas, and under the
pressure of the real condition of affairs,
they would at last consent to sell out at
the best price they could get, aud conse-
quently a brokerage would flow iutu their
pockets at any rate. Ever since manufao
turers began to take bold of the "82 crop
with the agreeable alertuess of the past
four weeks Suma'ra has betome weak.and
prices are easily adjusted. It must not
be taken for granted, thoujgb, that Sum
atra has lost its foothold id our market.
It will always be used when its prices and
looks can compete with our seed leaf. It
does not, on the whole, dq it now, and
especially iu price it falls 'behind. The
stocks on hand here aud in;. Europe, com-
bined with further shipments to Holland
from the East Iudies, permit the predic-
tion of lower prices in tb fall.

The large sales of '82 Wisconsin this
week are surprisingly forbunate lor the
boilers. This tobacco was bought very
cheap iu the country. It looked unprom
isiug, wild aud ragged wheij in the barns,
aud now, chameleon like, il has changed
and is greedily bought up py some of the
best manufacturers. Of course the for-
tunate first investors now parade their
sagacity and look down Mon those who
turned their backs upon tbju tobacco when
iu a green state as being exceedingly
"green." LSuyiug el tobaooo iu an uunpe
condition is a lottery. .These who bought
'82 Conuecticut are experiencing this with

woe-begou- e look.
Iu old tobacco little or nothiug is bein;

doue. Oiio of the aforesaid sagacious
dealeis informed us that all '82 Pennsylva
uia will bring a good price., He says thore
are no liuo tillers iu the market, aud poeplo
will ovou be glad to buy this tobacco for
fillers at 15 to 25 cents. It was over-
whelmingly hot just at the time he volun-
teered the statement.

THE LOCAL TUBACCO MAKHBT.
Sales Reported Condition of tbo urowlng

Crop.
Nothing of an exciting, character has

marked the local trade during the past
week. Some 300 cases or more of old
tobacco have been sold on private terms.
A good deal of diversity of opinion exists
regarding the merits of the '81 crop. Some
experts profess to have discovered that, in
resweating, it is developing marked ex-
cellence, while others who were instru-
mental in giving it black eye " a year
or more ago, still Bay it is " no good." A
third party of experts say that the long
tobacco in the crop is coming oat right
well, and will help to sell the short,
which is of indifferent quality..

The '82 crop contisoM to be in fair de-
mand. Several hundred eases have been
gathered in, principally (rom country

packers, curng the past week, it is
highly esteemed by all who handled it
Nearly all the packing houses have been
closed, but a lew buyers remain in the
field gathering in the remnant of the'erop.
One very successful buyer informs as that
he has packed 2,863 eases of '82, is still
packing, and don't intend to stop until he
has secured the even 3,000.

The crop of 1883 is growing fairly well
in most sections very well but there

are reports that in certain Iocalities.it has
been injured not a little by too much wet
weather, and presents unmistakableevi-deuc- e

of rust " and u fox." What is
wanted now more than anything else is a
week' or two of warm dry weather. Ifour
farmers shall be blessed in this diroetion,
it is prophesied that the growing crop will
be the best, though not the largest, ever
grown in Lancaster county.

A good deal of early planted tobacco has
already been topped, and we hear rumors
of some patohes that have been cut off
and hung on the poles, but no names are
given. The great bulk of the crop, how-
ever, which was planted later this year
than usual is not yet fit to top.

OKUlNANCE TO FKOrKCr THEA"p, health.
SbctiomI. Be It enacted by the Select and

Common Councils of Lancaster City, and it is
hereby enacted by the authority of the same,
that a Sanitary Committee et Councils be and
Is hereby established, consisting et two mem-
bers from achbraach et Councils, appointed
annually by the President et each branch,
whose duty it shall be to assist and
with the Board or Health whenever called
upon by the same iu regard to the sanitary
condition of the city, and also to whom the
Board of Health shall present all bills lor their
approval.

Sbc. 2. Bo It further enacted that the Board
Lot Health, et Lancister City, when appointed

Dy tne conn as proviaeu ior oy Act oi April :.
1S67, Section 3!), shall have power to elect a
suitable person as Health Commissioner, who
shall carry out the provisions et this ordi-
nance to preserve the health of the city, said
Health Commls-ione- r to receive such com
pensation as Councils may fix upon from time
to time, to be paid out of the appropriation
oy Councils for the use and purposes et the
Board et Health.

Sxo. 3. And be it further enacted that every
physician shall report to the Board et Health
